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APOLOGY to the READER. 


January the Firſt, 1740-1. 


T is now above four Months. ſince the preceding Papers were printed, and they were deſigned to have been publiſhed 
and diſperſed during the Autumn, as the propereſt Time of the Year (before the Severity of the Winter Seaſon) for 
examining into the Truth of what the Author advances, concerning thbeStrufure of the (a) Eartb, and the eaſyPraRicability 
and univerſal Utility of bis Canal Scheme, But the Publication, and the caſting off of the Copper-plates of the fol- 

lowing Plans and Tables, which were neceſſary towards the Explanation of ſuch Parts of the preceding Papers as regard the 
ropoſed new Method of greatly, eafily, cheaply, and univerſally improving our, and all other Countries by Canals, Drains, 
Ee Y) have been retarded till now by the Author's ill State of Health, and other unſurmountable Difficulties and Reaſons 
to be given in the Appendix; in which will be likewiſe added, all the other Plans mentioned in the Table of Contents, 
with ſeveral other Papers, Plans, Tables, and Hints, which will help not only towards the better underſtanding the State of 
Stotland, and of all Britain, and the Neceſſity of uniting and ftrengthening ourſelves at Home, and in our Plantations, and of 
removing and aboliſhing the hurtful Parts of the heretable, more than kingly, tyranical and overgrou n feudal Powers, Courts, 
and Juriidictions of a few Families in Scotland (which not only ſtand in the Way of all Improvements and goed Union, or 
publick- ſpirited Works in thatPart of the now united Kingdom, but ſhall be made appear to be the chief Cauſes and Inſtruments 
of all thoſe publick and common Hritiſb Factions, Difunions, Evils and Grievances ſo univerſally complained of at preſent) 
but they will likewiſe ſerve as Hints and Precedents for ſuch thinking publick-ſpirited Perſons as truly love, and want to 
advance the common Good of Mankind, and their ſeveral Countries ; and charitably to provide for all our Inficms, and In- 
eurables, and other proper Objects of publick Charity, and to enable many of them to be (inſtead of a Burden) uſeful to 
themſelves, to many others, and to the Publick likewiſe. Theſe Papers, Plans, and Hints, &c. will allo point gut Me- 
thods how we may eaſily employ and provide for our numerous Poor and Neceſſitous, and for vaſt Numbers of additional 
Fellow-Citizens upon Subjects vaſtly prontable to themſelves and the Publick: And how we may eaſily and quickly pay 
off all our publick Debts honeſtly, and relieve the trading, induſtrious and working Part of our People of their moſt bur- 
thenſome 'T axes, and yet have publick Funds ſufficient to enable us to defend ourſelves, and even to act offenſively againſt all 
ſuch foreign Powers who do, or may offend us. And will ſerve, in general, as Helps ts ſuch as defire to have the State of 
Britain, Ireland, and our Plantations, and of all other Countries more truly, more fully and duly repreſented to the 
Publick than they are hitherto in any of our Maps, or annually printed Preſent States of Britain, and other ſuch Books. 

But tho' ſuch Effays and Attempts obviouſly tend to the general Good, and to enable us (by better knowing the State 
and common Goods and common Evils of Mankind and our Country) to take proper Meaſures for our common Good, 
Preſervation and Improvement; tho' all ſuch Propoſals as thoſe made by the Author for advancing our common Goods, 
and for removing ſuch common Evils and Nuſances, are the very beſt Services we can poſſibly render Mankind and our 
Country, yet we are not inſenſible of the manifold Difficulties, e eee Cenſures and Dangers naturally attending 
the Authors of ſuch publick- ſpirited Undertakings ; that in all ſuch Cafes, Iaceditur per i gnes ſuppofito ci nere doloſs. Nad 
obſequium amicos, veritas odium parit, &c. and that, in ſhort, at an Average, all the World over, there is more to be got, 
and leſs Hazzards to be run in this World, by flattering and following the Leaders of demagogue and miniſterial Factions, 
in the common various broad Roads of Private Spirit, than by oppoſing them, and defending or advancing Knowledge, 
Publick-Spirit and the true common Geod of Mankind and our Country, in the narrow and dangerous Paths of Virtue ; 
6f which we ſhall treat more fully in the Appendix. And, indeed, were Publick-Spitit, that Paramont Love and Duty 
which we all owe to the publick or common Good of Mankind and our Country, which is the very firſt and greateſt, and 
the only true and Praiſe-worthy End ot all human Virtues, and ſocial Duties and Actions whatſoever, and the principal 
Support of all good Society and Government, to be exploced ; and were elf private-ſpirited Love, and the raiſing of our 
private Fortunes, Power and Intereſt upon the Ruins of our Country, and without any ſuperior Regard to the ſaid para- 
mont publick Good, to be deemed and judged (according to the diabolical worldly Wiſdom, Sophiſms, Doctrines and 
Practices of the Leaders and Promoters-of private- ſpirited Tyranny and Faction) to be our principal Duty, End, Aim, 
Butt and Object, and the Proofs and Marks of Virtue, Prudence and Wiſdom ; and were ſuch Perſons as reſiſt and oppoſe 
their ſaid wicked private-ſpirited and diabolical Doctrines, Powers, and factious Practices to be (according to their pre- 
rended Judgments of Men and Things) deemed Madmen, frantick, and turbulent, and criminal Reſiſters of (what they 
would impiouſly have eſteemed) the lawful Powers, Authorities, Laws. and Ordinances of God and Nature, and of the 
Conſtitution of our Country; and were it a Crime and no Virtue to venture our own private Lives and Eſtates, in order to 
endeavour to adyance the common Good; the Author, in ſuch caſe, could not excuſe himſelf for the greateſt Degrees of 
Crimes, Follies, Frenzies, undue Liberties and highly blameable Omiſſions, Commiſſions, Imprudence and Indiſeretion, 
in having not only ſo long neglected the frequent Opportunities he had of eaſily raiſing his private Fortune and Family, by 
making Court to, and following the Leaders of Scotch Factions, and private, arbitrary and monopolizing Powers, by join- 
ing with whom (in g e Method of raiſing our Fortunes by Actions, Gygaris & carcere digna) and in their Oppreſ- 
ſions, and taking unfa 
Publick ; and in having likewiſe fo long, and fo tenaciouſly adventured all his private Fortune, and the Money Credit of 
many of his Friends, and ſpent fo much of his Time, and even ſacrificed his private Character and Conſtitution, in ſet- 
thing and carrying on Mineral and Husbandry Colonies and Projects for ſo many Years together, in uncultivated, wild and 
remote, oppreſſed and ill-governed Parts of Argyleſbire, and other Parts of Scotland, for the general Good and Improve- 
ment of the Nation, and in defending his own and the general Rights, Liberties and Properties of the Freeholders, and the 
common Good ot the whole Body of che People of $ 
highly criminal Oppoſitions and Oppreſſions of the Leaders and chef Favourites of the Factions, and Neglects of due Pro- 
e8Gion from the ſubordinate Executioners of the Laws in that Part of Britain, but alſo in being thus (as he {till is) poſi- 
tively determined to continue the fame publick-ſpirited Conduct, and reſolved, by the Aſliſtance of God, either to raiſe 


ir Advantages of his Fellow-Citizens, he might eaſily have ſhared with them in the Spoils of the 


cotland, againſt ſuch oppreſſive Powers, in ſpite of the conſtant, ; 


his own and his Family's true Honour and Intereſt, by advancing the common Good of Mankind and his. Country, by 


the Methods propoſed in the preceding Papers, and by the Downfal of the hurtful Parts of thoſe wicked Powers men- 


tioned in them, which create thoſe Factions, deſtroy all true Publick-Spirit, Loyalty, Liberty and Induſtry, and univer- 
fally corrupt the Manners of our People, the Laws, and the Execution of them, and all good Government; and ta truſt 


to the Providence of God, and good Will and Juſtice of the ſupream Authqrities of Mankind and his Country, no, be 


ſypporred and rewarded for the univerſally uſeful new Diſcoveries and Propoſals, which God hath enabled him to, make 


publick for the common Good, and to have the good Services he hath rendered his Country rewarded, and the Loſſes

where ſubordinate Tyranny prevails (that is, where all, or any of tbe chief ſubordinate Miniſters, Officers, Fudges and Execu- 
tioners of the Laws and Government, but more eſpecially, when one or a few of then, i. e. m—_ ae or Minifterial Oli- 
garchies bave by private-ſpirited and træaſonable Ambition, or treacherous and fraudulent Artifices, Briberies and Corruptions, 
aſurped, or de unjuſtly exerce any great Brancbes, or any great Meaſures of ſuch abſolute more than kingly private-/prerted tyranni- 
cal Powers, Furiſdiions, or any vil, Military, or Ecclefiaſtical Wills, Intereſts, monopolisi ng and gps gf ah Courts of 

uſtice, or ot ber Privileges, inconſiſtent with, and burtful to, the ſaid common Law and general Good, etther Jeredifarily, or for 
fe, or for any long Continuance of Time, whoſe Intereſt it is to ſtrengthen their ſaid wicked and hurtful private Powers, and the 
Fa#ions naturally arifing from them, by weakening the * publick Powers, and general of common Laws" and Courts of

Methods for ſtrengthening, uniting and more comfortably maintaining and employing the Body of the People in truly uſe- 


ful and profitable Works, and towards informing the Publick of the true fundamental Rights, Conſtitution, Intereſt and 
State of their Country, together with Propofals for advancing the common Good, or tor removing our common Evils, 
Nuſances and Grievances,are, and always muſt, by ſuch Tyrants and diſnatured Fellow-Citizens,be called highly preſumptuous 
and criminal for any of their Slaves or V7llarns (as they eſteem their equally free-born Subjects and Fellow-Citizens) to 
pretend to complain of any of their Oppreſſions or oppreſſi ve Powers, and to dictate {as they call it) to them, our Lord: and 
Maſters, or to inform the Publick of any Thing concerning Government, eſpecially of any Thing that tends evidently to 
the common or general Good, Union, Happineſs and Improvement of the whole State and Body of the People; tor it «is 


the very principal and conſtant Study, and one of the chiefeſt Attifices and greateſt Securities of all ſuch ſupreme and fab 


ordinate Tyrants to hide the Nature of good Government, and the true Intereſt and State of their Country, to diſchu- 
rage all good natural and equal Liberty, Law, and good Government, and uſeful Arts and Sciences, rade and Induſtry, 
and uſeful new Inventions, Improvements, or Diſcoveries whatſoever, and to keep the Body of the People in groſs Igno- 


Trance, Diſunion, Poverty, Taxes, Debts, Want and Miſery, that thereby, and through abſolute Neceſſity and Want of 


other uſeful Arts, Trade, and Imployments, they may be forced to become to many paſſive-obedient Hewers of Wood and 
Drawers of Water, abſolute Slaves, Spahis, and Janizaries, miſerable and precarious blind Liverymen, mercenary Soldiers, 
and private Followers of them into their publick or private Ambitions, Wars, Feuds and Factions, and that the Body 
of the People may, thro! Ignorance, and thro” the Heat of their Feuds from Faction, be the leſs able to difcover that 
the true Source of their own Miſery doth ariſe from the Tyranny and evil Government of their ſupreme and ſubordinate

But more eſpecially, this is the conſtant Study and Artifice of all ſu2ord:nate Tyrants ; for however abſolute or tyran- 
nical ſupreme Rulers may be if they pleaſe, yet if they have good natural Diſpoſitions, Senſe and Diſcernment, or if they are 
not Uſurpers, or Conquerors, or byaſſed by ſuperior foreign Tyes and Intereſt, inconſiſtent with the common Good of 
the People they govern, they will, like the natural Parents of a private Family, find our, in ſpite of the corrupt Educa- 
tion and baſe and treacherous Flatteries and Sophiſms of their ſycophant Courtiers, Leaders, . je Bop of all Sorts, 
that their own only true Good, Happineſs, Intereſt, Safety and Security, and thoſe of che People they govern, are com- 
mon, reciprocal and inſeparable, And tho” therefore we frequently ſee that ſeveral virtuous and wiſe abſolute fovereign 
Princes do take Care to execute Law and Government juſtly, that is, encourage all uſeful Knowledge, Arts and Sciences, 
and the publick-ſpirited trading and induſtrious Part of their People; and reward all ſuch as make good and uſeful Diſco- 


veries or Improvements for the common Good of Mankind and their Country; and diſcourage and puniſh all Idieneſs 


and private-ſpirited Perſons, eſpecially 2 Oppreſſors and corrupt Exttutioners of the Laws, yet this can never be ſo much 
as poſſibly expected from ſuch diſnatur'd ſubordinate Tyrants, ſince the Conſequence of ſuch a Conduct in them would be 
the Deſtruction of their own wicked Powers and Intereſts. For as the only Intereſt, Safety and Hopes of their continuing 
their faid private-ſpirited Powers, Courts and Juriſdictions and other monopolizing (and hurtful" to the Publick) Grants, 


and Privileges, and Numbers of idle Followers conſiſt in the common Ignorance, Miſeries, Diſunions and Miſunderſtand- 
ings, Vices and Corruptions of their chief Rulers, and of the Body of their Fellow-Citizens, and in keeping them in 


mutual Jealouſies, Feuds, Diſunjon, vicious Tdtenefs and Luxury, and in Ignorance of their ſaid common Good and Inteteſt, 
and of the ttue State of the Education, Culture and Government of the People, and of the true State, Execution, Situ- 
ation, Culture and Gqvernment of the (c) Laws, Lands and Waters of their Country, and conſequently from being able 
to diſcover the true and proper Meaſure of Education, Culture and Governmeyt which ought to be taken for the common 
general Good, Utility and Safety, and from being able to diſcover the evil Nature of rhoſe ſubordinate Povrers, and the 


manifold general eyil Confequences, and pri yate-ſpirited Practices, and corrupt ſubordinate Exrcutibn. of the Laws and

/ | Magiſtrates and Fellow-Citizens:, For, in ſhort, as their Power and Intereſt is directly the Reverſe of that of the common 


Good, of the chief Magiſtrates and People, and of all good ſupreme and ſubordinate Power and Government; ſo their 
Actions and Meaſures of Government muſt be ſo likewiſe, that is to ſay, they do, and muſc, diſcourage all the virtuous and 


pub lick · ſpirited-, and encourage all the vicious and private-ſpirited Part of Mankind. 
Thus tis evident, that the Authors of all ſuch publick-ſpirited uſeful Diſcoveries, Improvements and Attempts towards 


the Advancement of the common or general Good, Peace and Union, and towards removing and decreaſing the Weight 


and Power of all Oppreſſors and Enemies of the common Good, are under all ſuch ſubordinate tyrannical Governments, 
Courts and FuriſdiFions, ſure to draw upon themſelves the univerſal Cenſures, Clamour, Envy and Malice of all the Poſe 
Comitatus of thoſe chief ſubordinate Nimrods and their ſubſtitute flavith Serpents and Inſtruments of Faction and Tyrann y, 
whole Arcana pri vati Imperii & Tyrannidis, their legionary and ſquadrony demagogue and miniſterial Triumvirats, or 
Quadrile, Mc. Fraternities and ſtate and Cantore JunQos, and privy councilary, ſiniſtrous and private-ſpirited olygar- 


chick Sophiſms and Artifices, the Authors of all ſuch publick-ſpirited Attempts and Propolals, muſt neceffarily help to un- 


veil and diſcover; and therefore they are ſure to be attack'd by all their various diabolical and baſe murdering publick 
.demagogue and miniſterial Weapons and Engines of Oppreſſion, Calumny and DetraQtion ; and, among other Things, to 


be explain'd more particularly in the Appendix, to have the Zeal they ſhew for their Country, and their juſt Deteſtations 


to affront Heaven and t 


_ againſt all its wilful Oppreſſors . miſrepreſented, as the Effects of private uncharitable Paſſion, Pique, Malice and Reſent— 


ment; and happy, if they, their Friends, Families and Poſterity, eſcape the private Stileto's, Durks, Pocket Piſtols and 


various chymical Poiſons, Aſſaſſinations and hereditary Reſentments of the wilfully wicked Patrons, and the unhappily 


blinded Mlaviſfh Followers of the ancient and modern Leaders of ſuch Factions and Sezgnrories des Montaignes : For the con- 


. tant Experience of all Ages, and all the ancient and modern Hiſtories tell us, that in all Countries, where the Powers 


of ſuch Tyrants have prevailed or do prevail, it is much leſs dangerous for any Perſon, eſpecially for Authors, publickly 
beir chief Magiſtrates, and even openly and a vowedly to juſtify the moſt unnatural and wilful Kinds 
of Blaſphemies and rebellious Principles and Practices, even of ſelling or betraying the fundamental natural and national 


Rights, Laws, Liberties and Properties of Mankind and their Country, than to do any real Good to the Publick, either 


on the one Hand, by diſcovering or propoſing any thing to be done towards the general Improvement of their Country, and 
the greater Happineſs of the Body of the People, and towards the Advancement of the common Good, and the equal Informa- 


tion of the chief Magiſtrates and the Publick ; or, on the other Hand, by diſcovering or complaining of any common 


Oppreſſions, or propoſing to have them, or any publick common Grievances and Nuſances, which ſtand in the Way ot the 
ſaid common Good, aboliſhed and removed. | | ö | 

And, indeed, this muſt needs always be the Caſe under all ſuch private Tyr annies ; and the more the Propoſals are for the 
general Good, the more violent muſt the Oppoſition and Reſentments of thoſe private Tyrants, and their wilful and blind 
Followers and Favourites naturally be, becauſe, as their Powers, Courts, Juriſdictions and Privileges, c. are like thoſe 
of the Devil, private-/prrited, mala in ſe (d), and without any Mixture of Good in them, and are only to be ſupported and 


maintained by Evils of all Kinds, ſo all publick-ſpirited Works, uſeful and induſtrious Projects, Diſcoveries, Improvements, 


Attempts and Propoſals, and every thing that is really for the common Good, and leſſening the common Evils of their chief 
Magiftrates and Country, thwart and weaken their ſaid private-ſpirited Powers, Wills and Intereſts ; and the more they are 
for the common Good, the more they thwart and weaken them, and therefore naturally provoke their Malice and Envy the 
more, and render them the more deſperate and irreconcilable Enemies to all ſuch publick-ſpirited Perſons. , 

But ſince every Perſon, eſpecially every Chriſtian, is by the Laws of God and Nature, as well as by thoſe of all well- 
regulated Countries, bound and obliged, according to the. beſt of our Abilities and Talents, te endeavour to advance the 
common or general Good of Mankind and our Country, and to help to oppole and remedy all our contrary common Evils 
and Grievances at all Perils ; and for that End to repreſent to the Publick all ſuch Things which we think will anyways 
contribute to thoſe the firſt and greateſt of all good Ends and Purpoſes ; fince it is highly criminal, and even the 
very greateſt Degree of treaſonable Omiſſion, knowingly and wilfully to neglect this the greateſt of all ſocial Duties; and 
which is even the beſt Office we can poſſibly render to Heaven itſelf ; ſince no Neglects we meet with from the Leaders of 
the different Factions of our Country, ſhould diſcourage us, and make us deſpair of the Common-wealth, or make vs neglect 
our Endeavours for its common Good, and to undeceive the mifled Multitude, ſince all Power which acts againſt or neg- 
lects Law, is of no Authority, and is to be reſiſted ; and fince in a particular Manner every Perſon, eſpecially every Chri- 
ſtian, is bound to be an Enemy to all ſuch wicked ſubordinate Powers, and to all Perſons who will wilfully and unjuſtly 
defend and exerce them; ſince we are poſitively obliged to oppoſe and make War upon them in ſpight of all Dangers and 
Perils, and to truſt to the Providence and Protection of Heaven and the Laws of Nature, and of all well-regulated Countries, 
againſt theſe their and our moſt Capital Enemies; fince on the one Hand no thinking Perſon, who duly (as he ought) conſi- 
ders the doing of Good and oppoſing of Evil to be his greateſt Duty, can omit it without feeling the greateſt Shame, Stings 
and Reproaches of his own Conſcience ; and ſince on the other Hand, whoever do their beſt Endeavours towards it, do 
thereby not only fatisfy their own Minds and Conſciences, but in all Events will be well eſteemed by all the worthy and 


publick-ſpirited Part of Mankind; which Conſideration, even in this World, ought to be eſteemed a ſufficient Motive, 
Reward and Encouragement, to every thinking Perſon, to contemn the Cenſures, Oppoſitions and Calumnies of Faction, and

to run all Hazards in ſo great, good and honourable a Cauſe, as that of the common or general Good of Mankind and our 
Country, which is certainly the beſt of all. Cauſes ; ſo in a more particular Manner it were ſuperlatively ſhameful and cri- 


. minal to negle& this Duty in Britain, at leaſt in England, Wales, and all South-Britazn, where we can do it with much 


greater Saſety to ourſelves and our Families, than in moſt of all the other Countries of the World, becauſe our natural 


Riphbrs, Libercies and Properties, and our Lives (our Fara Civitatis Humane & Brittannice) are better ſecured, and leſs 


expoſed. to all ſuch private-ſpirited, ſubordinate, tyrannical Powers and Serpents, which have by Law been quite baniſhed 
their Territories, and dare no more openly appear in their own Colours above-board, or out of the Sphere and Reach of the 


common ſupreme Laws, but may be publickly accuſed and made ſubject to the open and fair parliamentary Trials, and to 


the other open and fair Trials by Juries of our Country: So that, tho? ſuch, Tyrants may lurk and hide themſelves, and 
ſecretly opprefs, and unduly exerce, ſuch pri vate- ſpirited, tyrannical, and more than kingly Powers in remote Provinces of 


. the Brityh Dominions, and yet appear in Publick under falſe Masks of publick Spirit, and as miniſterial or demagogue 
Patriots, Heroes, and Lovers of equal Laws, Liberty, Trade and Induſtry ; tho! they may for a while, under theſe falſe 


Masks, amuſe and deceive the unthinking Populace, like Ferobobam, Caſar and Pompey, and like the Sons of Samucl and 


' Zerutab, or like Abſolom and Achitophil, ſteal the Hearts of the People, and may privately burt the common Good, and. 


ting, wound and murder the Characters of Perſons concerned in ſuch publick-ſpirited Attempts in the Dark, and {rom be- 
hind theſe and other ſuch Sophiſms, falſe Cloaks, Colours and ſiniſtrous Artifices and Skreens of pretended right Reaſon, 
Law, Power and Authority, or rather of wicked Stateſmen and Abuſers of all good and right Reaſon, Law, Power, Autho- 
xity-and Government: Tho! they may thus privately and treacheroufly endeavour to amule, corrupt and poiſon the Pe pu- 
lace and the whole B71 % Conſtitution, and by ſtifling the Truth, to keep us in the Dark, and to put us all into Confu- 
lion, Diſunion and Faction, and to trouble the Waters of the State, that they and their over-grown Factions may have, 
upon the Balance, the greater Weight and Influence againſt the ſupream Authority and common Good, and may profit and

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fich the better during our common Troubles and Confuſion; and tho' within thoſe Countries and Courts of Juſtice, where 


tbey have more than kingly, and plainly tyrannical and arbitrary Power and Influence, they may with Impunity calumniate 
and oppteſs ſuch Perſons as endeavour to give us any new or uſeful Lights into our true common intereſt and Happineſs, and 
towards the general Good and Improvement of Mankind and our Country, yet in England, and under a Britiſh arliament, 
ſuch Serpents, Crocodiles and Hypocrites, cannot long hope to proſper, or to be long able to hide their diſnaturd Chame- 
lion and changeable Colours, and double and private-ſpirited Dealings and Practices, from the diſcerning Wiſdom of the 
Nation, and far leſs to be able, or even to dare, openly to juſtify their ſaid Mala 2» ſe, diabolical and pri vate- ſpirited 
Powers and oppreſſive and treaſonable wilfully wicked Deſigns and Practices, becauſe of the ſupreme. Juſtice and Diſcern- 
men: ot the executive Authority of the common Laws and common Good; that is to lay, becauſe of chat general and equal 
natutal fundamental Right which every Perſon has of petitioning, accuſing, and of being heard againſt all ſuch . 
Powers and Oppreſſors, and of bringing them, and the Tenor of their Lives and Actions, to publiek View, by publick

independent Juries of their Peers. 


For publick-ſpirited Perſons are not in England, as in moſt other Countries, reduced to what ali Ca/ar juſtly called 
the utmoſt Degree of Miſery and Servitude, that of aot even daring to complain againit either their miniſterial or dema ogve 
Oppreffors and ſubordinate Tyrants, and undue Executioners of the Law, or to write their I houghts of Government treel 
or to propoſe any thing to the Publick, however much it may be for the publick Good, Except what pleaſes their 
ſubordinate Tyrants, and their ſubſtituted Licenſers of the Prels ; nor are they reduced to deſpair of ali Redreſs of Grie- 
vances, and of all open and fair Trials, or of Reparation againſt ſuch Oppreſſors; and of all Reward or Protection for any 
good Services they do the Publick: And now, ſince theſe ſuberdinate hereditary, more than Kingly, pri vate ſpirited and 
tyrannical Powers together, with miniſterial and privy Councillary Reſtraints UPON the Liberty of the Preſs, have been 
aboliſhed, no Perſon in England need to fear the Fate of the virtuous and publick-ſpirited Rawleigb, Vauban, and the 
Dewits, and other ſuch virtuous Perſons, who fell Sacrifices to the Leaders of ſuch Factions; but, on the contrary, every 
publick-fpirited Perſon, Commoner as well as Peer, and their Families and Poſterity, have now a double Encoutage- 
ment, Security and Protection againſt all ſuch private-ſpirited Powers and Serpents, vir. not only in the ſupreme general 
publick Juſtice of parliamentary Juries, but in the particular private Virtue and Juſtice of the private unbyaſſed ſuries of 
their Peers: For now in England there are no civil, military, or eccleſiaſtical hereditary Generals, or Generals for Life - no 
Princes Palatine with exclu{ive more than kingly Powers and Privileges ; no perpetual and 8 Dictators and Judges, 
V ho dare publickly own the forming of Triumvirates, or quadrile and other dangerous Juncto's, Fraternities, Confedera- 
cies and Conſpiracies, Leagues and Covenants, above the Reach of Accuſation and common Trial by Law, but all Perſons 
are now equally ſubjected to fair Trials, by unbyaſſed and independant Jurymen. TY x | 
And as the loweſt and pooreſt Citizen in Britain has a natural and national fundamental and unalterable Right of peti- 
tioning againſt and accuſing all private-ſpirited Powers and Oppreſſors whatſoever, ſo they may expect to have their 
Petitions heard, their Rights ſupported, and their Grievances redreſſed, as well as the greateſt and richeſt Rulers and 
Fellow-Citizens : And as every Perſon, whom God enables to- do ny general Good, or to be the firſt Inventor of any 
Thing for the common or general Good and Improvement ot Mankind an4 his Country, has a natural and national 
Right to be rewarded by 'all Mankind as well as his Country; and as every induſtrious Perſon, who is oppreſſed, has 
a natural and national Right to have his Loſſes, Damages and Grievances, thro' Oppreſſion and want of due Protection, 
repaired ; and ſince an impartial Execution of the Laws, and of Rewards and Puniſhments, are the greateſt Hinges and 
Supporters and only Security of all Nations and Governments, without the juſt and impartial ; Diſtribution of which no 
Nation or Government can be tol.erably (e) fafe, ſince no good ſupreme Legiſlative or executive Authority will neglect theſe 
firt and moſt effential Duties, neither will they, or any publick-ſpirited tree EAglißhb Judges or Jury, ſuffer ſuch, or any

From what has been faid, it appears, that all publick-fpirited Perſons and their Families, may expect Juſtice and Pro- 


tection in England, more than in molt other Countries, againſt all ſuch private fpirited Powers and Oppreſſors whatloever ;. 


fince they are nor only ſure to be ſupported by the ſupreme legiſlative Authority, but by the ſupreme executive Au- 
thority of the Laws: And herein, indeed, does the ſuperior Excellency of the Exgli Government conſiſt, that the 
Execution of the Laws and Government was, by our fundamental Laws and Conſtitution, put upon a better, more equal 
and general Footing, and the (g) executive Power was more equally divided and diſtributed in Britain, than 1n moſt other 
Countries in the World, and particularly becauſe all Sorts of open and fair Play, and Tryals by de and the noble Science 
of Self-d:fence (if we may ſo call what Cicero and Titus Livias called the Jura provecandt, the atronæ Civibati, Vindicis 
& unica preſidia Libertatis) the Right of defending our natural and national Liberties and Properties againſt all Invaders 
Oppreflors of them, and of ſpeaking out our Thoughts freely and openly, and propoſing to the Publick whatever we 
think for the common Geod ; which, fince the Invention of printing, is called by us, the Liberty of the Preſs ; together 
with the Right of openly and freely accuſing all Oppreſſors, however dignified or diſtinguiſhed, and of publick ly de- 
manding Rewards for whatever good Services we do, or uſeful Diſcoveries we firſt make publick ; which, indeed, as 
Cicero juſtly oblerves, are, with the Freedom of Elections, with the [cronarches Conſervatores & Cuſtodes Pacis, or the 
Office of the Wardens, Juſtices or Keepers of the Peace, to be eſteemed the Guardian and Tutelar Patrons and Protectors 
of the State, have been, in fotmer Ages, kept upon a better Footing, and better kept up and cultivated, and leſs infringed 
and violated in England, than in any other Country in the World, And we may even ee, affirm, that the People of 
England do principally and ſolely, under God, owe all their other palt and preſent Degrees of Liberty, Power, Honour. 
Strength and Riches, above moſt, if not all other, Nations, to their having more tenaciouf] y, than any other Nation cf 
late Ages, kept up theſe natural and national fundamental and unalterable Rights, which are the principal, Supports of alt 
other Rights and Liberties, from being ſubverted by a fe wicked and ſelf-deſigning chief luburdinate Rulers and Execu- 
tioners of their civil, military and ecclefiattick Power, Laws and Government.

Country, and a generous Love for tair and equal Laws and Liberty, and of fair and equal Trials of all Kinds, through all 
Ranks and Degrees of the People of England, and conſequently naturally creates in their Hearts a general juſt Hatred and 
Contempt of all wilfully wicked and arrogant Pretenders to be Lords and Maſters over them; and of all Military or Lord- 


aniſh and Factious Schemes of Government, arbitrary Judges, Tyrants, Oppreflors, Calumniators, and all other publick or 


private, mean and private- ſpirited, cruel, unfair, felonious, treacherous, murdering and ungenerous Practices whatſoever : 
It is theſe Things which make the Reputations, and other Rights, Liberties and Properties, and the Lives of every the 
pooxett and loweſt Citizen of England, equally well ſecured againſt all ſuch private ſpirited ſerpentine Powers with thoſe 


of the higheſt and richeſt Rulers, and which, in fine, as has been faid, principally under God, by Virtue of god-like 


equal Laws and Government, protect the general, divine, natural, equal Rights, Liberties and Properties of the whole 
Body of the People of England, and conſequently naturally create, nouriſh and diffuſe a general national Emulation of | 


laudable publick Spirit and Love for their Country, and a national Induſtry, Activity, true Courage and Generofity of 
Temper, which runs through the whole Body of the People, ſuperior to moſt other Nations; which has made them the 

reat, numerous, rich and potent People they are; which, as the ingenious Mr. Sz. Fob juſtly obſerved of the antient 
Englib Militia, makes them bold and good Soldiers in War, and induſtrious in Time of Peace; which not only makes the 
whole Body of the People willingly and chearfully to advance whatever Money is really wanting by the Publick for the 
common Defence of their Country ; but renders them always willing and ready to venture their Lives in its Service,and to be 
_ eaſily diſciplin'd and able to defend the Country with their Bodies and ſuperior Proweſs, both by Land and Sea, ſo as to 
be Proof of all other Nations, without the laviſh pretended Neceſſities of all our neighbouring States of erecting and 
creating a new and unnatural and dangerous military Law and Power, or what is called, conſtant ſtanding Armies in Times 
of Peace, with that of Forts, Guards, and Garriſons and Barracks in the Heart of the Country, Gg. by which many of 


our neighbouring States have been enflayed. 
It is to the petitioning againſt, and the reſiſting of, all ſuch Encraachmeats, and by tenaciouſly ſupporting the Fara . 
witatis humani ſeu Britannice, thei ſaid natural Rights and Liberties, that the Eng/7/5 Nation have increated and multi— 


ply'd fo exceedingly, and have brought a Bleſſing upon che Lands and Waters of their Parts of the Iſland, ſuperior not only 


to Scotland, but to moſt other Countries, the Soil and Product of which, are naturally anadd=fertile, and more eaſily im- 
proved than that of Britain; and by the preſerving of which capital Bleſſings, they can only poſſibly hope to continue to 
be Great, or even to eſcape the Fate of many other Nations, who were once full as Great and Happy, but fell into Slavery, 
Depopulation, Deſarts, total Ruin and Deſtruction, by neglecting and ſuffering thoſe fundamental, capital natural Bleſſings 
to be, by Degrees, undermined, encroached upon; and, at laſt, wholly ſubverted and deſtroyed by a few of their chief, 
ſubordinate, diſnatured, powerful and over-grown Fellow-Crtizens, the chisf ſubordinate Executioners of the civil, military 


and eccleſiaſtick great Branches of their Laws, Power and Government; who impiouſly, treaſonably and traiterouſly turned 


the ſaid great Powers and Truſt unduly repoſed in them by the Publick into forming of miniſterial and demagogue Factions 
of their own, to the weakening and total Subverſion and Deſtruction of the common and ſupream Powers, Rights, Autho- 
kities and Liberties of other chief Magiſtrates (5) and Country. | | | 

But as theſe Things (together with the vaſt Advantages accruing to the publick Good, om the Office of Futice of Peace, 
if kept upon a good Footing (. e.) if executed by duly qualified Perſons choſen and appointed to exerce that Office by Turns, 
and not tempted to be corrupted by a too long Continuance in Office, by which this otherwiſe molt excellent and moſt uſeful 
Office and Inftitution, deviates into a common State Nuſance and (z) Corruption, ſhall be more full explained and de- 
' monitrated in the Appendix: We ſhall only further add, That as ſuch capital Bleſſings, productive 0 ſuch univerſal Ad- 
vantages, can never be enough valued and eſteemed, and zealouſly and jealouſly preſerved, cultivated and endeavoured 
to be improved and rendered general all over the Britiſb Dominions, and as all Encroachments upon, and Corruptions of them, 
cap never be enough guarded againſt, by all the truly publick-ſpirited Lovers of Mankind and their Country. 

So. in the mean time, and in order to convince all Sorts of Perſons, in a genera! Manner, of the vaſt Advantages ariſing 
from the Liberty of the Preſs, we ſhall ſet down the following Words of che ingenious Aathor of the Treatiſe, intitled, &

e The greateſt Enjoyment of which rational and ſociable Creatures are capable, is to employ their Thoughts on what 


« Yybjed they pleaſe (eſpecially what they think may advance the common Good) and to communicate them as freely as 
they think them; and herein conſiſts the Dignity and Freedom of human Nature, without which no other Liberty can 
« be fecure: For what enables a few Tyrants to Keep almoſt all Mankind in Slavery, but their narrow and wrong Notions 
« about Government? Which is owing to the Diſcouragement oy lye under of mutually communicating, and conſe uent- 
„ly of employing, their Thoughts on political Matters; which did they do, tis impoſſible the Bulk of Mankind ſhould 
« have ſuffered themſelves to be enſlaved from Generation to Generation. But the Arts of State, in moſt Countries, being 
« to enflave the People, or to keep em in Slavery, it became a Crime to talk, much more to write, about political Mat- 
« ters: And ever ſince Printing has been invented, there have been, in molt Places, State-Licenſers to hinder Men from 
« freely writing about Government for which there can be no other Reaſon, than to prevent either the Defects of 
the Government, or the Management of it, from being diſcovered and amended, | aa

all Tyrants and private-{pirited Perſons : For Fame, Reputation and Honour, as they are the greateſt Incentives to all 
good and virtuous, ſo they as much terrify Men from committing baſe and unworthy Actions. And it can't be reaſonably 

reſumed, conſidering the general Corruption of Mankind, that the Rich and Powerful would not frequently oppreſs thoſe

et of the People For this Law of Reputation (if T may fo call it) influences Men more than all other Laws whatſoever. 
« But if there Here a Licenſer of the Preſs, he might be prevailed on, not only to hinder the Injured from appealing to the 
« People, by pübliſting their Grievances, but to licenſe ſuch Stories only, as mercenary Scribblers would Wite to juſtiſy 
« the Oppreffors, and to condemn the Oppreffed : Which, as it would be the greateſt Encouragement for thoſe Men who 
« ate above the ordinary Remedies of Law, to cruſh whom they pleaſe, to '*rwould be the higheſt Injuſtice to deny the Injur'd 
« the laſt Satisfaction of juſtifying their Innocence to the World, which would be ſure ro pals a juſt Cenſure on the Oppreſ- 
« ſors; and this they would dread the more, becauſe if once they loſe the Credit with the People, they will be very unfit

As therefore the great National Utility of the Liberty of the Preſs thus appears evident, and as no Brztr/h Subject who 
will allow himſelf to think but a very little, can be ignorant of the vaſt Utility of the Office of Juſtice of the Peace, if 
upon a right Fonting, juſt ſo the National Utility, and Excellency of our ancient Britifh Laws and Methods of Tryals by 
Juries, can never be enough duly efteemed, and carefully preſerved, cultivated and improved, and rendered General thro?

and Love towards one another, and may not continue to be in the manifeſt Hazard, as we now are, of being totally dif- 
united and diſtracted by various Laws, Wills and Powers, and various Interc/?s ariſing from them, eſpecially by ſuch diſ- 
natured, over-grown, private: ſpirited Powers and Willis, Intereſts and Artifices, as thoſe of the ſaid heritable J ur'ſdictions; 


which, as ſhall be demonſtrated. in the Appendix, and as even appears from what has been ſaid in the preceding Papers, have 


not only totally poiſoned, infected, corrupted, and enſlaved the natural and national Laws, Liberties and Properties, and 
the Generality of the People of Scotland, but have already greatly infected the Conſtitution of our now common Body Po- 
litick of Great: Britain, and muſt infallibly naturally very ſoon totally corrupt it, and expole all Britain to conſtant fo- 
reign Threats, Inſults, and Invaſions, and to civil Wars, Feuds, Diſonion, and all the other numerous Evils naturally at- 
trending ſuch over-grown, pri vate- ſpirited, oligarchick, Poli, Palatinate Powers and Factions of over-grown Fellow-Ci- 
tizens, unleſs they be timely and ſpeedily remedied : For it is the chief and only Intereſt, and the conſtant and fvle Study 


of all Perſons poſſeſſed of, or depending upon, ſuch Powers, miſerably to divide us and put us in Conſufion, as ſhall be de- 


monſtrated. The Greatneſs therefore of their Powers, and the dangerous Nature and Conſequences of them, only ſerve 
the more to awaken and rouze the Courage of the Britib Lions (n) to baſten the Deſtruction of theſe Powers which are the 
Deſtroyers of our Country, leſt otherwiſe we be reduced to the unhappy and miſerable Neceſlity to which the Roman and 
other once great and free States were, by ſuch Factions of their powerful Fellow-Citizens as thole of Cya, Marius, Pompcy, 
Caſar, Feroboam, and the Sons of Samuel and Jeruiab, &c. ut (as Tacitus ſays) non aliud diſcordantis patrie remedium, quam 
ut ab uno regeretur: And it is certain that nothing has prevented theit being aboliſhed, and Scotland being put upon the fame 
Footing of Liberty with Eng/and long before now, bur the Generality of our Britiſb Members of Parliament, and People hav- 
ing been (by the great Powers, and various Machiavelian, Gabriel NMaudlean, and Padre Paulo's oligarchick Maxims and 
Artificesof the Leaders of our Factions in Scotland) kept from the Know ledge of the miſerable State of the Body of the People 
of that poor Country, and of the dangerous Nature and Conlequences of thete more than kingly Powers that enſlave them: 
And though ſormerly indeed it was dangerous and almoſt in vain to attempt the Dettruction of the hurtful Parts of thoſe Powers
